Washington, D. C., June 7.—[Spe- 
cial }j—Court battles over prohibition 
have ended in complete victory for the 


drys. 

The Supreme court of the United 
fetes, in a sweeping decision today, 
S*avering both the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead enforcement 
act, held both of these legislative en- 
actments constitutional. 

The decision was practically unani- 
mous. Justice McKenna delivered a 
dissenting opinion on the “concurrent 
bower” issue, and Chief Justice White 
im 2nd Justice McReynolds criticized cér- 

lain features of the law, but their ob- 

Jections were so slight that they did 

not deliver minority decisions, but an- 

hounced their concurrence in the con- 
clusions of the court. 
Those Direetly Affected. 

The court dismissed petitions filed 
by the states of Rhode Island and 
New Jersey, to have federal officials 
enjoined. from enforcing prohibition 
in those states. 

The court also dissolved the injunc- 
ion restraining prohibition authorities 
from interfering with the Manitowoc 
Products company in the manufacture 
of beer containing more than one-half 
of 1 per cent of alcohol. Court actions 
of Christian Friegenspan, Newark, N~ 
J. the St. Louis Brewing association, 
and George C. Dempsey of Boston, also 
Were thrown out.

Progress was preclud- 
ed. . Every existing injustice was per- 
petuated. Subject peoples were made 
forever subject, and the very ruling 
forces governing ‘under the age-long 
European'system were made supreme 
and to the power of those ruling 
classes were added the strength and 
the wealth and the blood of the one 
great free nation of the earth.” 

Senator Johnson emphasized that

GOV. ALLEN SEES 
COURTS OF LABOR 
QUSTING STRIKES 


“Gompers Wrong, Major- 


Must Be Guarded.” 


Denying the statement of Samuel 
Gompers that the workingman’s right 
to strike is supréme over the needs 
of public welfare, Gov. Henry J. Allen 
of Kansas, presidential pfospect, spoke 
to 500 guests at the City club yester- 
day. Virtually all his talk was de 
voted to the recent inauguration of an 
industrial relations court in his home 
state. 

“The contest between capital and 
labor is the only private war the gov- 
ernment has not taken over,” he de- 
clared. “We have made the first step 
in Kansas. We hold that labor dis- 
putes are as subject to civil law and a 
civil court as family, political, or busi- 
ness differences. — 

Replies to Labor Charge. 

“Labor unions say we have taken 
away the only weapon they have—the 
right to strike. We reply that we have 
given them a stronger, greater weapon 
—the might of the courts of justice. 

“Gompers’ reply is but a quibbling 
statement, after all. Mr. Gompers rep- 
resents a Class organized through com- 
pulsion. They are but five and one- 
half per cent of our population. There 
‘ig another one and one-half per cent 
which may be classed as capital. The 
, other ninety-two per cent is a class not 


controlled by either Gompers or capital | 
—it is the general public. 

“That nine-tenths is so good-natured 
it exercises only passive resistance— 
until it is caught in that vise we have 


named economic conditions. Then that 
nine-tenths wakes up. 
which I firmly believe is now saying to 
Mr. Gompers: ‘We're the public—we'’ve 
got to be protected.’ 

“The political party which does not 
‘promise protection from industrial 
strife will travel down the pathway of 
cowardice and defeat.” 

Gov. Allen advised Chicago to form 
an industrial court to end the gunman 
labor war on the south and west sides.

MINOR SURGERY WAR. 


LESSONS. 
ERE appear some of the improve- 
ments in what might be called 
‘minor surgery which the war 
taught us and which Dr. Maxeiner 
says in “ Modern Medicine” can be used 
to advantage in industry: 

In shock it is yery necessary to warm 
up the patient. Accurate temperature 
recording shows that he is cold. The 
fundamental essential is to warm him up 
| quickly and to keep him warm. Wrap 
him in a few blankets and put a few hot 
bricks around him—one to the feet and 
one to his back—and you will do him 
more good than if you gave him all the 
whisky in Dairymple’s cellar. If he is 
wet dry him, but above all warm him. 

The next essential is to. give him water 
—if his stomach will stand it, warm cof- 
fee or warm tea or ordinary water. Do 
not let the taking of medicine interfere 
with drinking of water, If he can take 
aromatic spirits of la, by all 
means give it to him, but if it is liable to 
upset his stomach ahd interfere with 
the taking of water do not give tt. If 
water cannot be given by stomach and 
the need is great, it should be given by 
rectal tnjection, by injection the 
or into a 

Tt wae found beat. to tmiject tetanns 
antitoxin into every person having a 
wound that was at all dirty. This was 


dressing. The best way to give it was 
500° units once each week for three 
weeks. The giving of 1,500 units at one 
dose at the time of treatment was a 
good but not the best plan. Dr. Maxei- 
ner said: “In our opinien the courts 
eventually will hold that ‘the man who 
failed to use antitetanic serum as.a 
prophylactic measure is both neglectful 
and liable,’ ”’ 

The war proved that most wounds 
should be cleaned up and then closed by 
suture. The percentage in which this 
was found to be the best procedure 
varied between 80 and 90. The best sur- 
geons cut away 4]l mangled tissue, in- 
cluding loose ends of bones, cleaned the 
wound well, and sewed it up. In-most 
cases where this was not possible the 
wound was packed with gauze for three 
days and then sewed up. Badly infected 
wounds were washed with Dakin’s fluid 
every two hours until the bacteria in 
the discharges were but few in number, 
after which they were sewed up. 

Badly fractured limbs were put up in 
a Thomas splint on the field. When the 
authorities changed their treatment so 
that persons with badly’ fractured limbs 
were not handled until after the frac- 
tures had been well splinted they cut 
the death rate of such cases almost 
half. The cutting and tearing of a 
jagged bone end does great harm. 
Sinclair glue is much superior to ad- 
hesive plaster. The formula of Sinclair 
glue is: Glue, 49; thymol, 1; calcium 
chloride, 1; water, 50.

Yesterday over .100 ex-service men 
called at this office for information about 
the lands now open in Oregon, on which 
ex-service men have priority rights to 
filing, until. July 8, 1920. Mr. Arnold D. 
Collier, who went to Oregon and took 
up a claim, has been in this office for 
the last week, answering questions about 
the procedure and expenditures neces- 
sary to take up a government claim. 
He leaves for the west tomorrow even- 
ing and will be in this office until 3 
o'clock and will be glad to talk to any 
prospective homesteaders. 
Ask for Mr. Collier, Homestead Land 
Information. 

Mr. Collier makes some answers to in- 
quiries received here with incomplete 
addresses for’ mailing replies: Vv 
J. J. Van Pete.—For further informa- 
tion about the lands, write for circular 
541, to the’ general land office, depart- 
ment of the interior, Washington,.D. C.. 


Mrs. J. R. Race.—We have no litera- 
ture in this office for distribution.

“CASH ‘MONEY. 


Chicago, June 4.—(Friend of the Sol- 
dier]—How much money does one have 
to pay down on the land in Oregon? 
Is there any land commissioner’s fee? 
How much land is allowed to one per- 
s0n? BE. R. A. 
The commissioner’s fee ie $3 for every forty 
acres taken up. The maximum amount of 
land granted to one pereon is 160 acres. The 
registration fee is $5 for any tract less than 
eighty-one acres and $10 for any tract greater 
than eighty-one acres. At the time the land 
is filed for 50 cents an acre is paid, and $2 
more. when the patent is granted. However, 
an ex-service man has three years, less the 
time he spent in the service, before he proves 
up on the land when the patent is granted. 
On 160 acres the amount to be paid at the 
time of filing would be a total of $102. This 
covers the $12 commissioner’s fee, $80 for 
the land, and $10 for the registration fes.

Says States Have Power. 


Justice McKenna took the position 
that by the term “concurrent power” 
equality of power between the states 
and federal government was given to 
enforce national prohibition. 

“The Eighteenth amendment,” he 
said, “is part of the constitution as 
potent as any other part of it. Sec- 
tion two, therefore, is a new provision 
of power, power to the state as well 
to say t a power constitutionally 
concurrent in congress and the states 
in some way becomes constitutionally 
subordinate in the states to congress. 
“It is, however, urged that to re- 
quire such concurrence is to nullify 
practically the prohibition of the 
amendment, for without legislation its 
prohibition would be ineffectual, and 
that it is impossible to secure the 
concurrence of congress and the states 
in legislation. I cannot assent to the 
proposition. The conviction of the 
evils of intemperance—the eager and 
ardent sentiment that impelled the 
amendment—will impel its execution 
through congress and the states.”

Meat 
was unknown to him for some time.

He said cards were is- 
sued to the workingmen for food-and 
clothing, but in the majority of cases 
little or nothing was obtainable, 

Consequently he and his wife had 
sold their small home and practically

Chicago's historic playhouse, 
the third oldest in America in point of 
name, which bas burned twice, is going 
to disappear this time before the 


wrecker’s pickax and shovel. The new- 
est McVicker’s will have around 3,009 
seats. It now has 1,818. ™ 

With the story of the passing of the 
present Madison street playhouse 
comes the announcement that its les- 
sees, Jones, Linick & Schaefer, have 
leased the Garrick ‘theater from the 
Garrick Building corporation, through 
the Hoo! Realty company and E. F. 
Keebler & Co., for twenty-five years, at 
$75,000 a year from Sept. 1, 9623, or a 
total term rental of $1,875,000. 


May Start Vaudeville War. 


In case the Shuberts can be per- 
suaded to give up their lease before 
1923, the much talked of vaudeville war 
is promised, with the Garrick the “ two 
shows a day” center of the Marcus 
Loew-Shubert-J., L. & S. combination. 
This would give the Orpheum circuit 
its first high class local vaudeville com- 
petition.

—the present playhouse—was opened. 

Most of the famous stars have ap- 
peared on the stage of one of the three 
MeVicker’s. It turned to vaudeville in 
1913.

Hunted Like a Rat; Other 
Rebels Subside. 


BY SIDNEY M. SUTHERLAND. 

Gen. Fermin Carpio’s Headquarters 
near Torreon, June 7.—[By Courier to 
Torreon.J—When Pancho Villa closes 
his eyes and permits his imagination 
upon the gaunt, forlorn, 
sinewy, flanked figures of a tireless 
leveleyed Yaqui soldier he experiences 
the same arctic goosefiesh he would 
feel if some one suddenly placed an 
icicle squarely between his shoulder 
blades, 

Caught fast somewhere about the 
middie of a vast triangle whose base 
extends from Jimenez on the Mexican 


Durango—Chihuahua-—Sonora moun- 
tain range and whose converging sides 
run from Jiminez at the right and 
Batopilas’ to the left up to the apex 
at Cusipiwaiachic, Villa today is dodg- 
ing back and forth, doubling on his 
trail, running in circles like a mad- 
dened rat. 

» Thousands of Searching Eyes. 

At every ranch in the heat-shimmer- 
ing deserts, in every hamlet inside this 
geometrical figure of death, and at 
every water tank and oasis for thou- 
sands of square miles, are little bunch- 
es of government infantry watching 
day and night for the “Hero of Co- 
lumbus.” 

Beating between these groups of foot 
soléiers are thousands of cavalry in 
detachments running from fifty to two 
hundred and fifty men. They are 
combing the hills and vales, the caves 
and ravines, the mountains and plains,

‘my humble servants, and that the 
‘thousand men he commands and the 
city itself were at my disposal. 

He handed me a corn ahuck wrapped 
about a few grains of black tobacco 
as powerful as a big bertha. Not to 
be outdone, I placed Tue Trisune and 
myself at his feet and slipped the old 
boy a camel and we continued our con- 
ference amidst coughs and menéa) 
anthemas towards each other. 

Allowing for the fact that it wag a 
‘native general talking to a foreigner 
and making the proper deductions 
from his statements, I learned that he 
has about 1,000 fairly well armed 
troops, half foot and half mounted, and 
that the escort which he sent down the 
road to Guzman to bring in our pas- 
senger train, was merely precaution- 
ary and not a result of rebel activity.

Courageously grasping a protesting 
rooster, they sound the tocsin once 
more, and then retire to the shade of a 
friendiy cactus, kick the resting rattle- 
snakes there, eat Their booty, and lie 
down to sleep it off. | 

A day or so later the local paper 
gets out an extra that the rebels are 
active up on the ranchio of the Via 
Dolorosa and that troops under Gen.

OWION MAGGOT 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Tobacco dust is a simple and effective 
remedy for controlling the onion mag- 
got. This pest is perhaps th® most 
destructive insect to onions in this 
section. It often destroys the entire 
bed or field and is becoming a serious 
drawback to the raising of onions. 

The oniog maggot lives on the bulbs, 
and causes subsequent decay. It does 
its destructive wornk beneath the sur- 
face, beginning on the young seedlings 
soon after they start growing. There 
is no entirely satisfactory means of 
combating it. A preventive measure 
is the rotating of vegetable crops so 
the land will not be planted to onions 
more @han once in three years. — 


Trouble may be expected from the 
onion maggot during the next few 


erations may be expected during the 
growing season. The onion maggot, 
like those of the cabbage, corn, radish, 
and turnip, hatches from eggs de- 
posited by flies resembling the house 
fly but smaller. 

. The stems and leaves of tobacco 
pulverized into a dust’ and ‘scattered 
close to the Onion plants form a cheap 
common remedy. This has not always 
giyen satisfactory results. It has been 
fofind the flies like sweets about as 
well as the ordinary house fly, and 
poison baits have been \prepared to 
kill the flies when they come to lay 
their eggs on the young plants. 

The ar@enate bait is considered most 
effective. It is made by dissolving 
one-fifth of an ounce. of sodium 
arsenate in a gallon of boiling water 
and adding a pint of cheap molasses. 
This*amount will be sufficient for the 
average onion bed in a small garden. 


-o- 
If there is no danger of poisoning 
poultry, the bait may be applied in 
large, scattering @rops. However, the 
best plan is to put the bait in four 
or five small pans or can lids and 
scatter them over the onion bed Keep 
the pang supplied with bait until the 
danger is past. To make it safe for 
poultry the pans should be covered 
with screen of a mesh too small for 
bees to enter, but coarse enough so 
the flies can get in.
